After this 
one has boon turned, spread a spoon¬ 
ful or two of the prepared meat over 
it, press the other cake lightly 
over this and let remain a moment 
longer. When done, pluco each cake 
as baked on a separuto plato and 
keep warm till served. Two spoon¬ 
fuls of batter for each cuke will bo 
right, 

PLUCK. 

The heart liver anil lights In a 
pig are culled the pluck. In tho 
country this can bo bought for a few 
cents and the various ways of cook¬ 
ing it makes it desirable for home 
serving. 

Where a family does not like the 
lights, these are chopped and fed to 
the hens. A palatable dish can bo 
made of tho chopped lights by put¬ 
ting it in layers with bread crumbs 
in u baking dish, and season with 
salt, pepper ami onion. Moisten 
with water or tomato Juico and'bake 
half an hour. 

Whilo the most common way of 
cooking tho heart is by frying, to 
boil it makes it much more tender, 
and when thus cooked it is fine for 
sandwiches in tho lunch boxes for 
school or shop. For home, servo it 
hot with the liquid it was boiled in 
thickened with rico and turned over 
it on lho platter. Another good way 
is to stuff and bake it in a double 
pan. This keeps tho steam in, mak¬ 
ing the heart a dainty relish. 

Nearly everyono prefers tho liver 
fried to a turn in deep fut.. The suit 
in butter hardens it. Suit when 
partly cooked. Lay the liver into 
the smoking fat and slowly fry until 
well done. Test it by cutting a 
piece with the knife. It is very nice 
boiled or baked half an hour and 
served with drawn butter. 

Liver croquettes to my way of 
thinking are nicer than lishbnlls. Mix 
chopped liver and mashed potatoes 
i half and half together, form into 
ballN. dip into eggs, roll in cracker 
; crumbs, and fry brown. Garnish 
this with lettuce or parsley.

THE CAKE OF LAMPS. 


As a general thing, as much wit 
goes to the care of lamps us to tho 
boiling of eggs. In tho first place, 
they should receive due attention ev¬ 
ery day. Leave their large silk or 
paper shudes in the parlor or livipg 
room, except when it is necessary to 
take them out of doors to use a fine 
hair brush for cleaning the dust from 
their folds or (lutings. Carry tho 
lumps to the kitchen and set them 
down upon double folded new spa- 
•vis. If they have porcelain shades, 
wipe theso as you take them ofT, and 
sot aside with the chimneys. Should 
they need warfTiing. put them into a 
basin of hot water, which you have 
softened with n little ammonia or 
borax Don’t use soap, as it Is apt 
| to make them cloudy. This done, 

I turn up the wicks of the lamps And 
with a bit of stick or a match 
' scrape off the charred edges. Do not 
j cut them unless the wick is very un¬ 
even. Remove the rims that sur¬ 
round the burners, and wipe them 
off with the old flannel or soft cloth 
you reserve for your lamps. 

Now fill the lamps, and do it care¬ 
fully to avoid an overflow. The best 
plan is to keep a small funnel with 
the oil can, and Inserting the point 
of tho tube in tho opening provided 
for filling in the side M tho lamp, to 
pour cautiously until the reservoir is 
full. The lamps that are made with 
reservoirs which lit into outer Jars 
are decidedly the easiest to fill.

ABOUT HIGH TARIFF VERSUS 
LOW TARIFF. 

Opinion* of Variou* Correspond¬ 
ent* on the Great 
Question. 

A Montroal paper has opened its 
columns to discussion on the tariff 
question, asking for correspondence 
on both sides. The discussion has 
been going on for several weeks and 
quite a number of letters havo been 
published. One correspondent writ¬ 
ing in favor of low tariff says 
"Tho quoMtlon cannot bo wholly de¬ 
cided according to tho abstract prin¬ 
ciples of political economy, for tho 
conditions of each country aro so 
various that they must be taken 
into consideration in deciding what 
is % the best fiscal policy for each. 
Unless we rearrango our whole sys¬ 
tem of taxation a certain customs 
tariff is absolutely necessary in order 
to raise»a revenue for federal pur¬ 
poses ;• but even considered as a 
revenue-producer there is a limit be¬ 
yond which a tariff must not go or 
it defeats tho purpose of its exist¬ 
ence. If imports are so highly taxed 
that importation is greatly chocked 
or wholly made to cease, thon the 
customs revenue suffers in propor¬ 
tion. An excessive tariff also strikes 
at tho revenue in another way. It 
puts such a premium on smuggling 
that people aro found ready to en- 
gngo ill* contraband trade which is 
made profitable because enormous 
duties are avoided by ovading tho 
customs law. Perhaps wo have al¬ 
most reached that point with respect 
to tobaccos and liquors, and it is 
doubtful if an increase of duties would 
wring any more revenue from those 
articles which, considered In tho 
most favorable light possible, are 
expensive, wasteful luxuries. Viewed, 
therefore, from the standpoint of 
rovenqo a high tariff is not to be de¬ 
sired. Tho high protectionist admits 
this by his own arguments for ho 
wishes an advantage givon home pro¬ 
ducts by making’it difficult or oven 
impossible to import comfwting 
articles. ITo checks importations and 
by so doing lessons tho revenue de¬ 
rived from imports." 

To this another correspondent re¬ 
plies tho next week. He says tho 
United Htatos has a very high pro¬ 
tective tariff, but it has never had 
any difficulty in raising revenue. In 
} fact, ho says. out of its abundant 
, revenues under u high turiff the 
United States Government in addi¬ 
tion to paying the ordinary expenses 
1 of running the Government, building 
expensive public works, Improving 
rivers and harbors and providing an 
enormous pension fund, has been 
; able to pay off a large part of tho 
| immense debt contracted during tho 
civil wur."

SHOT DEAD 01B18B HU 

Tha Captain’s Narrow Escape 
Piracy Was Th*ir 0b- 

)9Ct. 

Farther details of th* mutiny of 
seamen board tho Leicester Coe* 
tie, followed by the shooting of 
Nixon, tho second mate, reveal a 
story as striking as any related In 
fiction. The following statwnent of 
the affair is given by Captain Feab- 
tie, who has arrived at Queenstown 
with the vcsmI and a cargo of wheat 
from Ban Francisco: 

"On the night of September 2, a 
very flne night, though dark, with a 
light easterly wind — wo wore mak¬ 
ing three and a half knots under all 
sail. Tlie second officer had charge 
of tho dock, and 1 was lying read¬ 
ing before going to sleep when a 
man called Ernest Hears, able swi- 
man, American, shipped at Hun 
Frunclsco, came to my room and 
uskod me to cosno out, as u man had 
fallen from the fore-yard and broken 
bis log.

The shipping trade of the 
lakes has reached such enormous pro¬ 
portions that almost anything in the 
shape of a vessel that will float is sure 
of employment and underwriters will 
generally take the risk at some figure. 
The need for protection of life Is, 
therefore, all the greater, for till* it 
one of the instances where tnlightened 
selfishness in business is not to be 
trusted. —Witness.

One of the conditions is that the 
Govermvnt may impose whatever dues 
it pleases. When tho policy was in¬ 
augurated the dues wue fixed a 
twenty cents a cord. After some tnu* 
it wa* considered that the sum wa-. 
insufficient, and it was raised 10 40 
cents a cord. There is nothing 10 
prevent tho Government, except, the 
fear that it would kill an industry 
that it is anxious to foster, frjm 
doubling this again, raising it to HO 
cents, if Mr. Whitney really believe* 
that the Government lias handtd over 
immense wealth to its friends in the 
shape of pulp cOLcnssions he must 
admit that the Government lias re¬ 
served to itself a means of recovering 
the lo*t property for the public in the 
shape of dues. There is no limit to 
what it may impose. 

Mr. Whitney has by his own action 
admitted that' 40 cents is about as 
much as the industry would stand. 
He has told us that when the dues 
were twenty cents the Opposition had 
determined t<> move that they be in¬ 
creased to 40 evutu. Tne Government, 
however, anticipated this motion by 
fixing them at that figure. If the con¬ 
cessions are the colossal steals that he 
has described them to be, he and his 
Opposition friends were very moderate 
\yhen they were dispoM^d to make the 
dues only 40 cents. That they con¬ 
sider this high enough is evident from 
the fact that they have not since 
moved to increase the dues. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
cry about the pulp concessions is the 
veriest demagoguery. The concession 
aires have not the rich prize that Mr. 
Whitney talks about. They haven 
difficult business on their hands, and 
wo may all sincerely wish that they 
will succeed, for in their success is im¬ 
plicated a good ileal of the future of 
Ontario. 

The pulp situation may he illustrated 
in this way : A man owns a lot with 
a thousand trees on if, the whole being 
valued at $5,000. He gives it to an 
agent to sell. The agent disposes of it 
to a capitalist without exucting an 
cash payment, but securing from him 
a covenant to huiid a sawmill on the 
property, and to pay for the trees as 
he uses them any price that tho owner 
chooses to impose. 

It is plain that by imposing a price 
of $5 a tree the owner would get the 
value of his lot. Hut he has the right 
to make it $10 a tree and get twioe the 
value of his lot. The reader will say 
that no man would be so foolish as to 
enter into such a bargain. Hut that 
is the sort of bargain that the pulp 
men have entered into wiih th<» On¬ 
tario Government. It is, moreover, 
the sort of bargain that those who 
purchase timber bet the enter into.

Your definition is so 
completely right that 111 this sermon 
I am going to preach about a famous 
manger, which was onco used for a 
cradle. I am going to talk about 
a stone manger, hewn out of^ihe 
solid rock, in which ncurl£^JK)0 
years ago was laid a newborn babe. 
About this inanger the wise men 
from the cast and the shepherds 
from the surrounding hills gathered, 
and over it the angel® cnuig the first 
lullaby iu the.chant of ihc Christ¬ 
inas song. Thip stone cradle was 
the manger of IJethlchem of Judaea. 
It was tlie first, earthly resting place 
of tho Divine Child, who was tho 
son of Mary the Virgin und was al¬ 
so the only begotten Son of tho Fa¬ 
ther Cod. 

The whole rendering of the verse of 
my text reads thus: "And this shall 
he for a sign unto you; ye shall find 
tho bul»o wrapped in swaddling 
clothes, lying iri a manger." Tho 
manger is a simplified an-d tender 
limiiifeslHlion of the divine love. It 
is not difficult for tho average unin¬ 
spired man to think of .Jehovah us 
a Cod of majesty, of power, of fiery 
passion, a Cod who can nidd the 
seas in the pnim of his hand and a 
Cod who can unsheathe the fiery 
swords of the lightning. Why, even 
the heathen in the darkest days of 
barbaric superstition were able to 
ill ink of such gods us that!

This was a comparatively common 
practice among the Italian, French and 
Spanish sword makers of the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries, but It was 
more of a fancy than anything else, for 
it never came into general use. It was 
not, of course, used for rapiers or the 
lighter hind of swords, but for the 
heavier cutting swords. 

The method was to cast the blade 
rather broader at the back than usual, 
with a hollow running down It. This 
was half tilled with quicksilver and 
sealed up. The Idea was that when n 
blow wus si ruck with such a sword 
the quicksilver would fly to the point 
and so Increase the weight of the blow. 
This theoretical advantage, however, 
did not at nil counterbalance the gen¬ 
eral clumsiness of the weapon and Its 
unhandiness In guarding, nnd so the 
mercurlale swords, ns they were called, 
from which their Ingenious Inventor 
hoped so much, were rather military

Although piracy upon a large scale 
has ceased to exist upon the China 
coast, it is still carried on in a email 
way, and thut right under the noee 
ef the Britiwh authorities at Hong 
Kong, and within shot of the fleet 
lying quietly at anchor in the aha- 
dow of Victoria Peak. Only a few 
months ago a daring piracy took 
place in the wuters of Hong Kong 
harbor — at least, the lirat part ox 
the little drama wue acted there. 
A ferryboat, a small steamer of some 
thirty tone, plies between Hong 
Kong and within shot of the fleet 
lying opposite the mainland. The 
whole trip only tukes fifteen mlnutee, 
and all the while the ferry is well 
in sight of the fleet. One night the 
ferry left the Hong Kong side at 
nine o'clock and failed to turn up at 
Yau-ma-ti, the suburb to which it 
plied. Enquiries were made, and no¬ 
thing was heard of the craft until 
some couple of days afterward, when 
she returned with her crew and pue- 
sengers, and a romantic tale of pir¬ 
acy. It appears that when the 
launch was In the middle of the har¬ 
bor some of the passengers drew re¬ 
volvers and held up their fellow-trav- 
elers and the crew. They then forc¬ 
ed the native engineers to run the en¬ 
gines, and, having battened the rest 
of ths crew and passengers down be¬ 
low, headed for the Canton Itivor, 
where three of four large junks were 
pirated one after another. The pir¬ 
ates having obtained suffiaient loot 
to satisfy them, run the launch 
ashore in a small creek und abandon¬ 
ed her. the crew taking possession 
once more and bringing her buck to 
Hong hong when she floated with 
the rising tide. 

Though it is not often thut 
luunches or junks arc pirated in 
Hong Kong harbor, they are by no 
means sale when once its limits are 
passed. Piruticul attacks on launch¬ 
es or steamers arc usuully mude by 
men Who go ubot^’d In the guise of 
pussengors, and, as a general rule 
there Is no bloodslu*J unless resist¬ 
ance is offered The pirates do not 
seem to taks that delight in san¬ 
guinary tights thut their cousins of 
the Spanish Main did, and hence the 
small river steamers plying on the 
Canton und West HI vers are usually 
left severely alone if they huppen to 
have Europeans on board. The Eu¬ 
ropean has u nasty hubU of not put¬ 
ting his hands up when told to, and 
this the pirates know. Mi till, there 
have been numerous Instances ef 
these bouts being bred upon from the 
river bank, und those that are com¬ 
manded by Chinese ure frequently 
held up us described above.

Only 
once have the British /bluejackets on 
the West Elver conic jvltbln striking 
distunce of the pirates, and that was 
when Lieut.-Commander Forbes Sem¬ 
ple, of Her Majesty's ship Tweed, 
chased a launch, which had just been 
pirated and had the rftflluns still on 
board, in his steam cutter. The pir¬ 
ates fled up u creek, abandoned tha 
launch, and went ashore, and I.ieut. 
Semple had not sufficient force with 
him to pursue them further, though 
he had u wry warm quarter of an 
hour's brush with them.

The Numou 
left llong Kong, bound for Swatow, 
Amoy, and Foo-Hhow, at about 9 
o'clock one morning.

hiding place. 

It seems that the pirates had come 
on board disguised as passengers and 
with revolvers concealed about them. 
They divided into two gangs, one of 
which attacked the Miloon and held 
l lie* after part of the ship and tn- 
I'lne-room, while the other look 
charge forward und held up the offi¬ 
cer on watch on the bridge. The 
Malay quartermasters who offered re¬ 
sistance were promptly shot and 
dropped overboard.

probably to return, the engineer, who 
hud concealed himself In some out-of- 
the-way corner of the engine-room, 
came out und released the other Eu¬ 
ropean*, who got up steam again, 
‘lipped both cables, and brought the 
vessel hack to Hong Koug Home 
months later 1 1 of the pirutes, who 
had been cuught by the Chinese au¬ 
thorities were beheaded outside Kow¬ 
loon f'it.v in the presence *f British 
officials.—London Globe.
